With regard to the ‘number of lives exposed tho experience of the Fund up to about 
the ago of 35, although not extensive, is, at any rate, indicative of the ratos that Say rule 
hereafter. But considering tho very limited period over which the experience extends, 
espedinlly at the older ages, it would not, in my opinion, be wige'to depend upon tho rates 
now shown, The late Mr. Sutton, on about the sumo numerical experience, but on an ox 
perienoe extending over a much longer period, although desirous of obtaining low rates which 
would bonefit those in whose behalf he was acting, did mot consider it safo to adopt the 
rates shown by tho Ssgeriacs, but increased them throughout to an extent such as to bring 
thom into accord with rogults obtained on moro extensive data.

J am not, 
therefore, disposed to accept the rates now ruling, more especially as I consider that tho 
table I used forthe last ‘valuation, which was based on flo experience of the Fund for 
the five ior six younger.ages.and thonceforward on Mr. Sutton’s rates, is the most suitable

Taking ono with another, the rates agree so nearly that it becomes a mere matter of. 
“Jeaving well alone,” or, in other words, of ncsepting the table I solected for the Inst 
valuation. For that valuation I acvepted the rates based on the experiet of the Fund 
for the first 15 years of service, and then followed on with the rates obtained by Mr. Sutton 
on the experionce of the Bengal Civil Fund, A few officers entered the Service already 
marrieg. I am unable to include these among tho marriages of officers whilst in the 
Service, as I am not in possession of data that would onable me to ascertain the numbers of 
such officers, subject to marriage prior to their becoming members of the Fund. But it 
proves this, that I havo rather undere than overstated the marriage rate at the younger ager. 
At the same time the number of officers entored the sorvieo already married is small, and 
could not materially affeot the rates I aseumed in the last valuation, ‘Thus I foel justified 
in making no change. .

The Valuation. 


For the reasons edyanced in my Inst Report, and which are here repeated, I have 
again found it necessary to.inchudlo in the balance ney ‘the values of the potontial assests 
and liabilities pertaining to present subsoribers. These potential assets and liabilities 
have reference to the future families of bachelors, &o., and to the additional children of 
exigting married officers. So long as the original rate of intercst is continued, and the 
original tables remain applicable so long may it be considered unnecessary to deal with 
matters outside -existing and contingent claims, becauso every new liability brings with it 
a corresponding asset, On a reduction of interest, however, or on the introduction of 
some other disorganising element, now assets do not ‘correspond with new linbilitios, tho 
latter being groster than the former ; and as this loss is continuous, applying, a8, it does, 
to every possible claim that can arise, it becomes necessary to value all the assets and 

ies that oan be ereated by oxisting subscribers, married or single. By so doing, the 
valuation becomes extended to a period far beyond the range of contingont 
Viabilities ; und the results, in consequence, when compared with those of earlier 
valuations, where poteutial values have been omitted, may possibly asstime an appearance 
‘of inconsistenoy unless the fij are closely examined into. Moteover, on the 
introduction. of ¢ither of the a os alluded to, tho calculations on which is estimated 
the ‘aid to be derived from unmarried subscribers, become vitiated, the amount in 
excess of what is’ required during the Fund's infancy, ond ‘which we haye spent

unless the sbale of contributions be so increased as to fully counteract tho 
changes introduced. In the original scheme it was assumed that there would exist intofi- 
nitely a certain proportion of bachelor members from whom at a given rate of interest, 
an annual sum would be derived sutticient to supply the deficiency in the required amount, 
of married members’ subsoription for children. By this assumption, if the interest rate 
be reduood, we trespass upon futuro subscribers to make good a loss now being oreated. But 
in the event of the Fund being closed, or, which is the same thing, new conditions bei 
mado for new entrants, the revenue from this sours is, de faoro, at onoe out off; and it 

‘thus be understood that'the result of @ valuation, excluding potential olaims, must be of « 
very misleading character, sinco the oupital, which is finoluded therein as an asset, is not 
wholly the property of incumbent and contingent pensioners, but forms, in great part, within 
the limit of unmarried subscription, the nucleus of a reserve for future children of both married 
and unmarried subscribers. Thus, if for no other reason, potential assets ond liabilities. 
must be valued for the purpose of showing how much of tho secumul; 


lated unmarriod 
tontributions should be apportioned to contin, subscriptions and how mitch to potential 
subscriptions. I shall presently show this, oa _ wae 
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The result of the valuation shows a surplus of 88,139, representing about 5°8 per cent. 
on the total value of tho linbfitis, “and about 18} ‘per vont. on the value of ‘the 
contingent assets, i.e., contributions for existing wives and children, and unmarried contri- 
‘butions. ‘There is no doubt that this surplus is due to tH subscriptions of unmarried membors 
especially during the onrlior years of; tho Fund’s oxistonoe, whon the bachelor members 
‘completely out-numbered the married subscribers, Now assuming’the Fund at the present 
rato of 4} por cont. intorest to be closed to future Oovenanted Civil Servants, under 
which assumption every valugtion siould bo mado, it will bo at onco acknowledged that 
the acoumulated unmarred subsoriptions must be held’as a reserve to mest the deficiency of 
subscriptions from tho fathers not only for existing children, but for thoso to be horeafter 

sborn, ‘Thus in separating the potential from tho contingent, &o., assots and liabilities, the 
past and future subseriptions of uazaasried subsoribers should be properly apportioned between 
. existing and future children of presont subscribers, This, indeed, is but merely carrying out 
the intentions of those responsible for the construction ‘of the ssheme, in which it was 
ruled that unmarried contributions should be considered as a“ rate in aid” of the fathers’ 
contributions for children. Surely this rulo in itself has a potential” meaning, for there 
were no children in existonco at the time. I will now proceed to show the result of 
“separating potential from inoumbent and contingent gsscts and liabilities. 

‘Pho accumulated unmarried contributions amount to 127,886/. A small proportion 
(a very small proportion indeed) of this sum oust be due to tho rate in aid” towards the 
subscriptions for children now on the incumbent list. ‘Pho infermation is not at present 
available, but it will bo near enough to reduce the above amount by the odd 886%, 
leaving 127,000/. to provide a “rate in sid” towards the cuntributions for contingent 
and potential childron. *

‘his prove tht the surplus is mostly, if not entirely, due to unsuaried. contribution, 
and it further proves the nccossity for including potential assots and liabilities in the 
‘valuation balarice sheet. 

Asmming, then, the continuance of a 44 per cent. rate of fnterest, so far as existing 
subscribors ats concerned, I repommend for favourable consideration an all-round reduotion 
of 18} por cont. as a tomy measure, ra 

T may take this opportunity of bringing to the notice of those subsoribers who have 

their opinion that to subscribe to this Fund is to mako a bad investment, that, 
in addition to any reduction in the scale of contributions that might be sanctioned by the 
Sceretary of State for India in Council, such reduction being wholly due to the favourable 
rate of intorest allowad in the past, the following bonelits aro provided outirely out of

Thore is clearly room for substantial relief to be given to contributors here, and it will ~~” 
not be surprising to find that the whole surplus arises from the subscriptions of bachelors. 
It will bo as well to try to understand the position. 


The gross assets applicable to tho children’s section, both in prespect of past acoumula- 
tions and estimated future contributions, are taken at 50,0352, of which 343,4972, is 
duo to the contributions of the fathers, and the balance of 207,438. to unmarried subsorip- 
tions, the ratio boing as 62 : 38. 


In the original scheme it was ostimatéd that for pensions to a pair of children (boy 
an girl) the proportions of contributions by the father and his bachelor friends should be 
as 76: 24, and in addition to thie there was originally a furthor contribution from the , 
father by way of donation, but the donations so paid did*not amount to much, and none 
have beon required for many yours. Mr.-Willis Browne, on the first investigation as at 
30th September 1888, gave the proportions from father and bacholor friends as 67:33, but 
in tho present valuation the ratio as shown above is 62: 38. 





I have not attempted here to differentiate between contingent and “potential” 
contributions recognizing the force of Mr. Willis Browne’s observations on the impracti- 
ability of ignoring “ potential” contributions and liabilities for children, while a rate in 
aid is required from bachelors, which‘rate in aid cannot be made to fall due coincidently 
with the contributions to be drawn from fathers, 

T find, on comparing tho contributions of bachelors in this and the corresponding 
Military Scheme, that the average annual contribution from a bachelor civilian is 224. 10s., 
while the average from a military bachelor is only 5? 10s., but the cases are somewhat 
different, especially as regards the marriage rate. ‘I'he recont valuations estimate the con-_ 
tributions from civilian bachelors at eight years purchase, and those from the military ab 
16 years purchase; and taking the contributions por man into the average number of years 
in expectation, we have a capitalised amount of 1801. from the civilian, and 887 the 
military officer. .It may be’ proper to add here that in the estimate of bachelors’ s ip- 
tions those from widowers are included. * 

‘Tho wholo surplus cloatly arisos from the contributions of the bachelors through the 
children’s seotion, My first thought was to relieve the bachelors of their subscriptions 
altogether, but this seoms somewhat too drastic, and on consideration it is evident that man; 
who contributed to tho surplus as bachelors have now joined the rauks of the husbands es

1 decm this a fitting anniversary on which 
‘to greet the Princes and of India, in commemoration of the exalted task then 
solemnly undertaken. Half 2 century is but a brief span in your long annals, yet this half 
century that ends Losey tand amid the floods of your historic ages, a far-thinii 
landmark, Tho ion of the direot supremacy of the Crown sealed the unity of 
Indian Government and opened a new era. The journey was arduous, and the advance 
may have sometimes seemed slow; but the incorporation of many strangely diversified

RESOLUT1ON—By the Government of India, Home Department. 


‘Tur Government of Inia have for some time past had under their consideration the 
stion of cnoouraging the eoientifiestudy of Sanskrit and Arubio by natives of India, 
They ‘believe that great advantago will result from aiding students to noquire the critioal 
and scientific mothods of Western scholarship, by studying the classics under European 
professors and by soquiring o knowledge of French and German which is indispensable for 
making {ull use of the researches of European Orientalists. 
<2. They have accordingly decided, with the santion of the Secretary of State, to allot 
for the present four scholarchips tenable in Hurope, three for the study of Sanskrit and one 
for the study of Arabic, Not more than two will be awarded annnally. The scholarships 
will bo open to well qualified students with a genuine taste for oriental studios and to 
gentlemen already employed as professors of Sunckrit and Arabio in India. The value. of 
each scholarship will be £150 a year, and it will be tenable for two years. ‘The Secretary 
of State will decide the courses of study of each scholarship-holder and. the special conditions 
to be observed, if necessary, by students who elect to study in continental Europe rather 
than in England. A scholarship-holder will be provided with a free second class passage 
to Europe, and also with a return passage if he completes the full period of residence or is 
compelled by sickness to return within that period. He will he required for disciplinary 
purposes to conform to such rules as the Seoretary of State may make in this behalf. 
3. In the first year one scholarship will be awarded for Sanskrit and one far Arabic. 
In the following year two scholarships for Sanskrit only will be awarded. Hach Local 
Government or Administration is invited to submit during the current financial year the 
name of one candidate for a Sanskrit and one for an Arabio scholarship, and in the followi 
your the names of two candidates for a Sanskrit scholarship, this procedure being follo 
in alternnte years.

‘Tum Government of India have for some time past had under their consideration the 
estion ofjencouraging the eoientifie study of Sanskrit and Arabic by natives of Indi, 
they believe that Spey advautage will result from aiding students to acquire the criti 
and seientifio methods of Western scholarship, by studying the classics under \ European 
professors and by acquiring aknowledgo of French and German which is indispensable for 
making full use of the researches of European Orientalists. * 

2. They have accordingly decided, with the sanotion of the Secretary of State, to allot 
for the present fourscholarships tenable in fei three for the study of Sanskrit andjone 
for the study of Arabic. Not more than two will be awarded’ annually. Tho scholarships 
will be opén to well qualified students with a genuine taste for oriental studies and to 
gentlemen already employed as professors of Sanskrit and Arabic in India. The value of 
each soholarship will be £150 a yar, and it will be tenable for two years. Tho Searetary 
of State will decide'the courses of study of each scholarship-holder and the special conditions 
to be observed, if necessary, Wy students who elect to study in continental Murope rather 
than in England. A scholarship-holder will be provided with a free second class passage 
to Europe, and also with a return passage if he completes the full period of residence or is 
acapella hy sickness fo return within that period, He will be required for disciplinary 
purposes to conform to such rules as the Secretary of State may make in this behalf.

Tax Government of India have for some time past hud under their consideration the 
nostion of encouraging the scientific study of Sanskrit and Arabio by natiyes of India, 
They poliove that great advantage will rosult from aiding studonts to aoquire the critioal 
and séientific methods of Western scholarship, by studying the ‘classics under European 
professors and by acquiring a knowledge of French and German which is indispensable for 
making full use of the researches of Huropean Orientalists. 

2. "They have accurdingly decided, with the sanction of the Seoretary of State, to allot 
fon'the: proeant, four echolesthips tenable ia nope, thtes for the gaily of Saiwtit alates 
for the study of Arabic, Not more than two will be awarded annually. Tho scholarships 
will be open to well qualified students with a gonuino tasto for oriental studies and to 
gontlomen already employed as professors of Sonskrit and Arabic in India. “Cho valuo of 
each scholarship will be £190 a year, and it will be tenable for two years. ‘The Secretary 
of State will decide the courses of study of each soholarship-holder and the special conditions 
to be observed, if necessary, by students who elect to study in continental Huropo rather 
than in England. A scholarship-holdor will be provided with a freo ‘epoond class passage 
to Europe, and also with a return passage if he completes the full period of residence or is 
compolled by sickness to return within that period. He will be required for disciplinary 
purposes to conform to such rules as the Secretary of State may make in this behalf. 

3. In the first year one schol: will be awarded for Sanskrit and one for Arabic.
